Schorer Shows Sapient Symmetry 


Among America’s Artists of Prose

A deep-voiced, mild-mannered man delivered a care- 
fully phrased address before some four hundred enrap- 
tured individuals Tuesday evening in the Hartnell library. 
Peering through dark-rimmed glasses, Mark Schorer, 


conservatively attired in a brown 
suit and’ speaking deliberately, 
held the audience in qufet rever- 
ence’ for the duration of his 
speech: “Three Men: Anderson, 
Fitzgerald, and Hemingway.” 
Hitting the high points of his 
“Three. Men’s’” lives, Schorer, 
chairman of the Cal English de- 
partment, developed the motiva- 
tions of each, thereby explaining 
the literature each produced. 
Unhappy and frustrated in the 
advertising business, Anderson 
left his work and family for an 
isolated literary career. He felt 
that “Life itself is a loose and 
flowing thing.” At first, his ambi- 
tion was “to absorb the lives of 
others into himself,” but soon he 
began producing grotesque novels 
such as ‘“The Egg.” 
- Bounced around from job to 
job, Ernest Hemingway also sep- 
arated, not from his family, but 
from his country. His “In Our 
‘Time? is splashed with brutal 
violence. Schorer feels “The Sun 
Also Rises” is “prose at its pur- 
est, in style, plot . . .,” although 
admitting that Hemingway is “a 


not entirely engaging literary per- 
sonality.” * 

F. Scott Fitzgerald spent his 
life trying to enter the realm of 
the “born wealthy.” A heavy 
drinker near the end of his hec- 
tic career, he “makes us feel the 
golden charm of the very rich,” 
in his novels, according to Scho- 
rer, His “most moving” work, 
Schorer feels, “Tender Is the 
Night,” received “obtuse criti- 
cism’’ and failed to sell as well. 

All three men fought a losing 
battle against life, becoming leg- 
ends in their own time. Bringing 
his point home, Schorer asked, 
“Do not these three lives share in 
some fated symmetry?”

“More than once, in various pro- 
ductions, when Othello has taken 
Iago by the throat, shouts haye 
come from the audience: ‘Choke 
him! The power of the drama 
leaps the footlights.” 

“This is a thinking person’s 
play,” states Mr. Hal Ulrici, di- 
rector of the production. “These 
actors have done more thinking 
about the things they have to do 
here than they have in five years.” 

Using a scrip straight from 
Stratford-on-Avon, Mr. Ulrici per- 
sonally cut an hour from the 
play’s time by deleting certain 
repetitious parts. 

“Mr. Shakespeare has a way of 
approaching a subject from many 
sources, and each one appears 
equally beautiful in performance. 
He views his subject from seyeral 
angles, using each time different 
words to create different images. 
He shows a great depth of in- 
sight.”
